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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: On page 1, line 25, of the specification,

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in this 
application have been allowed because the prior art does not disclose a device attached on a 
bicycle wherein the device includes a fixed clip, an auxiliary rod, a main rod, and a spring, with 
the main rod having a U-shaped elastic piece disposed within it such that a plastic ball on one 
end of the elastic piece projects through a hole in the main rod as well as through a hole in the 
auxiliary rod and furthermore with one end of the main rod being curved and having a plurality 
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of raised dots on it for receiving the spring. While animal exercise devices attached to bicycles 
are known, none have the particular combination of features recited above or in instant claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
